DIEPPE, France, July 7.—Germany 
won a stupendous victory in the Grand 
Prix des Automobiles to-day over the 
77-kilometer course here, when it capt- 
ured the blue ribbon event of the motor 
world. The first three cars in the race 
to finish were German, and of the first 
seven cars to finish six were German. 

Lautenschlager, driving a new Mer- 
cedes car, was the winner, covering the 
course in 6 hours 55 minutes and 43 4-3 
seconds, at a rate of over 69.05 miles 
an hour for the entire distance of 487.3 
miles. Hemery, driving a Benz, was 
gecond, and Henriot, also in a Benz, 
was third. The first representative of 
France to cross the finish

was fourth; then came 


Germans; then Dimitrievitch in a Ren- 
ault, Heath in a Panhard, and Perpére 
in the Belgian Germain car. 

The race was attended by a double 
tragedy, in the death of Cissac, the 
driver of a French Panhard car, and 
Schaub, his mechanician. The fatal 
accident occurred on the last round of 
he race, when a tire was ripped off the 
machine by an abrupt turn. The ma- 
ehine turned turtle and landed on the 
two men, pinning them beneath the 
wreck and crushing them horribly. 
Both were dead when they were picked 
up. 

Harrison, the driver of the English 
Weigel car, was also badly hurt by his 
car, which overturned at a sharp corner 
near Eu. The car turned a somersault, 
and Harrison was caught beneath the 
machine and crushed, but fortunately 
was not injured fatally. He was hur- 
ried to the hospital, where he is resting 
as comfortably as may be, and the in- 
formation is given out that he will re- 
cover. 

Talk of Stopping Contests. 

The accidents have led to fresh talk 
of the Government’s preventing such 
contests in future, but leading auto- 
mobilists here declare that in view of 
Germany’s victory such a decision on 
the part of the French authorities 
would be impossible. France does not 
intend to yield the banner without an- 
other struggle. Already people are 
talking of next year’s race and “ re- 
vanche.” The result occasioned the 
greatest disappointment, as France was 
confidenily expected to show in front. 
Following last year’s upset, when Na- 
zarro led the way with a Fiat, it was 
the more disheartening, especially as 
jlast year France had the consolation of 
seeing Szisz finish second in a Renault 
and seven other French cars follow him 
over the line. 

The race to-day was accompanied by 
the most extraordinary scenes ever en- 
acted in connection with a purely sport- 
ing event in Europe. Such enormous 
erpwds as invaded Dieppe by the tens 
ef thousands, both from land and sea, 
were totally unprecedented. There was 
@ steady drift toward the race course 
fcom yesterday afternoon on. Special 
écains arrived from all directions at in- 
tervils of a few minutes, and continued 
ts »our their cargoes into the neighbor- 
4nZ¢ towns all night. Special steamers 
brought thousands from England to the 
eoast towns, and for hundreds of miles 
around the course where the race was 
to be run the roads were black with 
people all the night through. Many 
came on foot from near-by villages, un- 
til by dawn the crowd was so dense 
throughout the entire length of the 
course that farmers who owned fields 
adjoining the road were charging 5 and 
10 francs for the privilege of standing 
on their ground. 


Cheer for Thomas Car 


Hundreds of Americans were there 
from Paris, London, and Berlin, all 
eager for a victory for the sole Ameri- 
can entrant, the Thomas car driven by 
Lewis Strang, who made so notable a 
record in the races in America. De- 
spite the good wishes of the American 
contingent, however, Strang conceded 
before the start that he could not. be 
the winner and hoped for nothing bet- 
ter than a good showing. 

“T am unfamiliar with the course,” 
he said, ‘‘and my machine is not fast 
enough, but we will stick it out.” The 
American car got a cheer from the 
Americans on the course when it came 
to the starting line, but the fact was 
not noticed that Guichard, instead of 
sitting beside the driver, was packed 
away among the extra tires. This, in- 
deed, was only observed after Strang 
had finished the first lap of the race.

Brace was ingenious and 
he combined the dining room table with 
the wheel to turn the hoyse around, so 
that he could use the wheel for a table 
at meal hours and for a wheel when he! 
wanted to turn the house around. His | 
idea was to face the front porch and | 
sleeping rooms toward the breeze in Sum- 
mer and away from the winds in Winter. 

“It was a great success as far as that 
feature went, but Brace found it incon- 
venient. He would come home somewhat 
overwrought at times, and Mrs. Brace, 
when she heard him coming, would turn 
the house around. The rest of the night 
he would spend chasing the front stoop. 
Finally he sent for me and we plugged 
up the turn-table. The house burned 
down a little while after that, and when 
Brace built a new one there wasn’t any 
turning it.”

SEEK TO DISPOSSESS PASTOR. 


The Rev. W. H. Shawger’s Divorce and 
Remarriage Stir Congregation.

PITTSBURG, Penn., July 7.—A scandal 
has developed in the First Baptist Church 
of Monongahela. Charging that the pas- 
tor, the Rev. W. H. Shaweger, is guilty of 
conduct unbecoming a minister and of ob- 
taining a divorce on grounds not sanc- 
tioned by the denomination, a majority 


of the congregation has gone into court 
to dispossess him and his adherents of 
the church. 

An ex-parte council of the Pittsburg 
Baptist Association, held in the Fourth 
Avenue Baptist Church, this city, has 
sustained the charges. 

According to the plaintiffs, their pas- 
tor moved to South Dakota some time 
ago in order that he might be divorced 
from his wife. Upon his return to his 
charge after he had been divorced he mar- 
ried another woman, which action is de- 
nounced, according to the church canons, 
as being unscriptural. Another allega- 
tion is that the Rev. Mr. Shawger’s con- 
duct im the pulpit was none of the best, 
and that he indulged in “ rough houses.” 

It is alleged that the Rev. Mr. Shawger 
refused to vacate the church, and that 
the congregation has been unable to dis- 
lodge him from the parsonage.

RELIEF PROMISED TO-DAY 


Hospitals and Charitable Institutions 
Overcrowded with Hundreds Awaiting 
Admission—Accidents Due to Heat. 


Late last night the pinaen Man was 
still promising showers and cboler weath- 
er for to-day, and for to-morrow a fair 
day with “moderate temperature.” But 
yesterday the severe heat of the last 
seven or elght days continued. 
Manhattan and the Bronx reported 
eleven deaths due directly to the heat 
yesterday, witn several more due more or 
less directly to it, and seventy-one pros- 
trations. Brooklyn had seven deaths dua 
directly to the heat and eighteen prostra- 
tions. The suburban towns around New 
York were in almost as bad a plight as 
the city. | 
New York, however, was not tn any 
worse condition than the rest of the coun- 
try, generally speaking. The mercury | 
ranged around the nineties all over the 
Eastern, New England, and Atlantic 
States. It was lowest yesterday at Den- 





ver, where the Democratic Convention is 
going on. 

Early yesterday morning the tempera- | 
ture was down as low as 80 degrees in | 
this city, and the humidity was only 60 at 
3 A. M. The day opened with the wind 
blowing only five miles an hour. ° 

The first half of the day was more 
uncomfortable than the last half, though 
the heat usually. does its worst on a 
Summer's day between 2 and 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon. Yesterday the temperature 
rose rapidly in the morning, going through 
twelve degrees from 8 to 12 o'clock, reach- | 
ing at that time 92, the highest point of 
the day. That was one degree lower 
than Monday. 

As the temperature rose the humidity 
decreased, so that it was only 48 at noon, 
whereas it had been away up near the 
eighties earlier in the day. Moreover, the 
wind kept rising as the day grew; it had 
reached a velocity of twelve miles an 
hour at noon, and last night it was blow- 
ing something like fifteen miles, At noon 
the mercury also turned for the better, | 
and yesterday afternoon and last night 
were a gratifying improvement on what 
the city has had to bear for a week. 

Yesterday, like the day before, the heat 
was most oppressive and spread death and 
illness throughout the city. 


'Purbite’ Baths Crowded. 


At the public baths yesterday there were 
long lines of men and women waiting to 
get a twenty-minute dip in the water. 
Ice was bought and food sacrificed where 
one or the other had to be cut off. Rec- 
reation Piers and public piers were crowd- 
ed with people at night, many of them 
sleeping there, or at least staying there 
until day came. Life was risked in hun- 
dreds of cases by poor people, who tried 
to sleep on fire escapes and stringpieces 
along the river fro ts, 

Those who could got out of town as 
yesterday afternoon. 
Island, haven of the poor, was 
thronged last night. Capt. Kelly of the 
Coney Island Police Station had men pa-

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| trol the beaches so that families could lle 


down on the sands to sleep in safety. 

The parks of Brooklyn, Manhattan, and 
the Bronx were covered with people yes- 
terday, and particularly last night. Many 
families went to these places to eat their 
dinners at nightfall and to spend ali the 
time they could as near to comparative 
The police did not 
the ‘‘ keep-off-the-grass"’ rule, 
nor did they turn persons from the parks 
at nightfall.

Hoboken furnished an incident that was 
perhaps the most pathetic of the day. 

Mrs. Joseph Heraut of 713 Willow 
Street, Hoboken, decided that she would 
sit on the stoop of her house all Monday 
night so that she could get as much air 
as possible for her eight months’ old haby, 
Mary. She wanted the little girl to sleep. 
The heated interior of the house had 
made Mary nervous so that sleep would 
not come. At midnight the baby lay quite 
still, and the mother was glad. 

She still sat on the stoop, though she 
was very tired. At 4 o’clock the sun came 
creeping over the horizon. Mrs. Neraut 
looked at the face of the little girl. It 
looked very still and quiet, but there was 
something else about it that made her 
scream. She ran to a doctor. Gently he 
told her that her little girl was dead. 

The police found a well-dressed young 
woman at Amsterdam Avenue and Sixty- 
sixth Street yesterday afternoon in a 
fainting state, talking incoherently, and 
supposedly overcome by the heat. She 
was hurried to Bellevue and put in the 
Psychopathic Ward. From her wandering 
talk it was gathered that her name was 
Bessie Schwartz. She is about 22 years 
old, is 5 feet 5 inches tall, and weighs 
about 140 pounds. She wore a black silk 
waist, a black skirt, and a brown hat. 


Fell Into River While Asleep. 


Eleven-year-old Donald Betz of 484 Sec- 
ond Avenue was lying on the cool string- 
piece of the pier at the foot of East Twen- 
ty-eighth Street last night, so that he 
could sleep, when he fell into the river. 
He was rescued by Charles Devine of 506 
First Avenue. In Brooklyn yesterday 
afternoon Morris Fine of 1,218 Forty- 
fourth Street complained to his friends 
that he could not stand the heat any 
longer. He went to a room in his board- 
ing house, stopped up all the orevices, and 
turned on the gas. He was found at 4 
o'clock dead. 

After suffering intensely all day yes- 
terday from the heat, George Grody, 65 
years old, of 42 First, Avenue killed him- 
self with a revolver. He had complained 
of the heat a number of times to his 
wife, Elizabeth, but had made no threat 
to end his life. They were sitting in the 
parlor of their home soon after 10 o’clock.

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CLAMOR AGAINST BERESFORD. | 


Newspapers Call Admiral’s Feuds with 
Scott and Fisher a Public Scandal. 
LONDON, July 8.—The campaign now 

being waged by the newspapers against 

Admiral Lord Charles Beresford has 

reached a point Where it seems inevitable 

that the Government must interfere in 

some way to abate what is becoming a 

public scandal. It is difficult to arrive at 

the true facts in the case, but ever since 

the notorious signal incident on Nov. 2, 

1907, strained relations have existed be- 

tween Lord Charles and Rear Admiral | 

Sir Percy Scott. Lord Charles also has | 

declined to continue his friendship with 

Sir John Fisher, First Lord of the Ad- 


miralty, on account of his disagreement 
with the Admiralty policy. This feeling 
has been so open that Lord Charles at one 
of the King’s levees held recently delib- 
erately ‘‘cut’’ Sir John in the presence of 
many naval and military officers. 

Some of the influential London newspa- 
pers openly clamor for the resignation 
or removal of Beresford from the com- 
mand of the Channel fleet on the ground 
that he cannot agree either with his su- 
periors or with his inferiors, and that na- 
val dissensions: of such @ nature are a 
national danger. 

Other papers contend that Beresford is 
the victim of an unfair press campaign. 
Indeed, The Standard this morning as- 
serts that Lord Charles signaled to Sir 
Percy Scott that he was quite right in 
disobeying a signal which the Admiral 
had sent up during the recent manoeuvres 
of the Channel fleet for an evolution, 
which, if obeyed, would have brought the 
cruisers Argyll and Good Hope into col- 
lision. This incident, says The Standard, 
is helping toward the restoration of 
friendly relations between the two offi- 
cers. 

The matter will be brought up in Par- 
lament to-day. 








HAD TO DIVIDE HIS STORE. 
Injunction Forbade Williams from Sell- 


ing Drugs on One Side.

ASBURY PARK, July 7.—This resort 
has a store divided against itself. It is 
run by Druggist George A. Williams on 
Kingsley Street. Upon entering the shop 
patrons see a large sign, which reads: 

Notice! The sale of drugs, toilet arti- 
cles, perfumery, soaps, &c., must be con- 
fined to this side of the store. 

On the north side of the store Mr. Will- 
fams and his clerks dispense soda water | 
to customers, but the cases containing 
drugs and toilet articles were removed 
to-day to the south side. 

This unusual condition of affairs is the 
result of a writ of injunction issued to- 
day by the Court of Chancery at the 
request of Dr. Frederick F. Coleman, 
a rival druggist, Coleman some time ago 
owned the site upon which the Williams 
store stands. When he sold it he stipu- 
lated with the new owner that no drug 
store should be conducted upon the prop- 
erty within a certain time. This contract, 
he showed to the court, had been vio- 
lated, and the injunction is the result, for 
one-half of the Williams store is on the 
restricted site. 


TOWN COLLECTOR A FUGITIVE. 


William H. Sherman's Accounts Found 
Short $8,000.

PATERSON, N. J., July 7.—William H. 
Sherman, Township Collector of Little 
Falls, and also custodian of the school 
funds, is a fugitive from justice. A 
cursory examination of his books shows 
that he is at least $8,000 short in his ac- 
counts. Most of this money, it is said, 
has been lost playing the races. Mr. 
Sherman's business accounts are also in- 
volved. 

The Township Collector was considered 
one of the well-to-do men of Little Falls. 
Three months ago it was surmised that 
Sherman's accounts were not all right, 
and a quiet investigation was started by 
township officials. Mr. Sherman was 
called on three times to explain discrep- 
ancies, but each time failed to appear on 
the ground that his wife was ill. 

A week ago Sherman was peremptorily 
ordered before the Township Committee, 
but failed to appear, and it was learned 
that he had left the village. A warrant 
for his arrest will be issued as soon as 
the investigation into his accounts has 
been concluded, 


ELEVATED TRAIN BRIDGE TEST 


The First Sent Over Williamsburg 
”’ Structure Operated Successfully. 


The first elevated railroad trains to be 
operated on the Williamsburg Bridge were 
sent over that structure yesterday after- 
roon in charge of officials of the Bridge 
Department and of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company. Two test trains of 
three cars each were successfully run 
across. One was of the regular Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit equipment and the other of 
heavier, all-steel cars. 

In a few weeks tests will be made with 
trains of eight and ten cars each. It 
will probably be a month before the ele- 
vated service is put into operation on the 
bridge. The regular service cannot be 
begun until the subway terminal on the 
Manhattan side is completed, 

When the Willlamsburg Bridge service 
is placed in operation, trains will be run 
direct from Manhattan to Cypress Hills, 
Canarsie, and Rockaway Beach.

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BURGLARS FIRE ON 
WATCHING SLEUTHS 


Battle in a Bronx Street Between 
Four Caught in a House and 
Central Office Men. 


THIEF HIT; THREE CAUGHT 


The Injured Man Escapes Over Roofs 
—Belong to a Dangerous Gang, 
.the Police Say. 


The crowd of women and children who 
were in the street last night ran crying 
out in terror when they saw four Italians 
suddenly emerge from the apartment 
house at 102 East 171st Street and begin 
firing from revolers at four men, who 
appeared to be furniture movers, but who 
drew pistols from their pockets and 
answered the fire. A dozen shots were 
exchanged, and then the women, who 
were still watching from the conceal- 
ment of nearby doorways, saw ‘the four 
furniture movers close in and grapple 
with their men. 

One of the Itallans escaped, and run- 
ning up the steps of the house, fired 
three shots at one of the furniture mov- 
ers.” The mover was Detective Finn of 
Headquarters, and he fired two shota in 
return. At the second shot the Italian 
clapped his hand to his left side and ut- 
tered a cry of pain. Then he turned and 
disappeared into the tenement. The de- 
tective chased him,. but he escaped over 
the roof, 

Back in the street, meantime, the 
other movers, who were really Detectives 
Kelly, Maddox, and Upton, had over- 
powered the other three Italians. A po- 
liceman who had heard the shooting came 
up and the detectives had him get the 
reserves from the Tremont Avenue Sta- 
tion and surround the, Diock, but no trace 
of the escaped Italian was found. 

According to the detectives, the three 
prisoners are members of a gang of burg- 
lars, who have been operating on the 
east side and in the Bronx for some 
months. The detectives say that Henry 
Greivefski, who is now under $10,000 bail 
in the Tombs for holding up Nathan Nel- 
kin in his jewelry store at 78 Canal Street 
on April 29 and robbing him of $700, is 
the leader of the gang.

A TRIBUTE TO CLEVELAND 


One Drawn by Bryan Council 
Presented Before Parker 
Can Get the Floor. 


SHORT SHRIFT FOR GUFFEY 


Pennsylvania Contest Sent to Commit- 
tee — Small Demonstration When 
Chairman Bell Refers to Bryan. 


Special to The New York Times, 

DENVER, Col., July 7.—With Wiliam 
J. Bryan's power asserted to the humilla- 
tion of two of his chief foes, the Demo- 
cratic National Convention closed its first 
session in two hours to-day. In that 
time it had cleared the decks for the nom- 
ination of Bryan and the adaption of a 
thoroughly Bryanistic platform, had vir- 
tually read Col. James M. Guffey of 
Pennsylvania out of the party, made 
Judge Alton B. Parker, Democratic can- 
didate in 1964, eat humble ple on his 
Cleveland resolutions, and had listened to 
the keynote speech otf Temporary Chair- 
man Theodore Bell of California, who, in 
@ strong address admirably rendered, 
enunciated as the principles of the Dem- 
ocratic Party practically all of Bryan's 
doctrines, 

For the greater part of its length the 
session was featureless. The action 
on the Cleveland resolution and the Guf- 
fey incident, both of which occurred. near 
the close, one following the other, con- 
stituted the real work of the day, if the 
steering of a “steam roller" over the 
representatives of certain sections of the 
party may be termed work. 

At the close the onlookers left the hall 
with two pictures in their mind. One 
was that of a humbled Parker, somewhat 
red of face and obviously unhappy, leaving 
the platform; the other that of a defiant, 
smiling Guffey waving farewell to his 
party from the middle of she floor. 

Crowds at Convention Hall. 


* 

The doors of the great new Auditorium 
were opened at 11 o’clock. the streets 
about the hall being filled with people all 
in holiday attire, all anxious to see what 
they could of the show. It was as though 
the circus had come to town. The side- 
walks were roped off to assist the offi- 
cers in handling the curious throngs that 
began to gather about the hall early in 
the day. Mounted police kept the streets 
clear aS a passageway for those holding 
tickets. 

Near the hall on street corners lemon- 
ade and fruit vendors had erected stands 
and throughout the morning did a flour- 
ishing business. 

Few Cheers for Bryan Banner. 


As the doors of the hall were opened 


| the visitors and delegates filed in stead- 


ily until within an hour the hall was 
comfortably filled. The band during the 
hour played various selections, and the 
first cheer to be heard in Denver’s mag- 
nificent new public building was that 
which greeted “* My Old Kentucky Home.” 
The Kentucky delegates started the noise, 
and a little later the whole Southern 
contingent greeted ‘“* Dixie” with @ 
mighty shout and cheering. 

In distinct contrast with these ovations 
was that accorded the arrival of the 
first Bryan banner, which was carried 
by the Nebraska volunteers. It was @ 
pretty banner, and it caused a lot of 
talk. The cheering, though, which came 
entirely from the floor where the dele 
gates were seated, lasted but a few sec- 
onds, and lacked both spontaneity and 
genuineness. The second banner with the 
Nebraskan’s portrait upon it raised 
scarcely a ripple. 

At 12 o’clock the hall was filled, and 
both delegates and visitors were on the 
qui vive for the fall of Chairman Tag- 
gart’s gavel. There were many women 
in the crowd, and the scene presented 
was more enlivening than that seen. at 
the Chicago Convention. While they 
waited the people looked about them, for 
interest in the new convention hall has 
been very great, 

In many ways the Denver Auditorium 
surpasses the Chicago Coliseum ag a con- 
vention hall. It is very broad, and only 
two-thirds as deep as it Is wide. It hag 
two balconies, the upper one being called 
the gallery. The lower extends complete- 


ily around the hall, while the gallery oc- 


cupjies space only on the sides. However, 
there is a small gallery, evidently erect- 
ed for the convention, directly over the 
main entrance and opposite the speaker’s 
stand, This accommodated the band and 
perhaps two hundred visitors. ; 

The speaker’s stand, which faces the 
main entrance, is full six feet above the 
floor level, and is very small. Back of it 
is a bank of seats extending up sharply 
and joining the balcony. The seats in this 
part were reserved to-day for the National 
Committee. Prominent residents of Den- 
ver, as well as the friends of National 
Committeemen, occupied boxes. 

There are boxes in the auditorium all 
around the outer edge of the main fioor 
against the wall. Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas

er’'s stand were decorated with large 
alms, and each of the partitions between 
he boxes, all around the hall, were Iike- 
wise hidden by palms. The introduction 
of the green in the scheme of decoration 
Was a decided improvement over former 
convention hal] embellishments, 

The ceiling, which is ot concrete, was 
covered with large and smal) stars, made 
of bunting. Each large star represented 


a State, and in the centre of each was! 


an outline map of the State. The ceiling 
Nights, in large circular clusters, were lit 
during the first session, though the nat- 
ural ht, as well as the acoustics, was 
admirable. 

Some one had blundered in distributing 
the tickets for the convention, although

This 
small detail did away with much of the 
confusion incident to former conventions, 
as it showed where the territory of every 
State ended and where that of its neigh- 
bors began, and there was no good-na- 
tured “scrapping ’’ over boundary lines, 
as is usually the case. 

This plan was amplified on the speak- 
ers’ platform, where chairs for the mem- 
bers of the National Committee were 

laced, every one being marked with the 

tate and the name of the man for whom 
it had been set apart. 

The marker of the standards which 
designated the delegations commenced his 
lettering on too large a scale, so that 
when he came to the territory of Alaska 
he was compelled to drop the last two 
letters.

He accused Japan of wanting war, and | 
of being prepared for it, waiting on'y 
for a suitable pretext to force its openiug. | 
He said that she had already sought to} 
inspire an insurrection in the Philippines, | 
and that the American authorities had | 
captured Filipinos carryng proofs of such | 
@ plot. He accused Japan also of prepar- ' 
ing an insurrection in Hawaii, and prom- |} 
ising the people there the restoration of 
their monarchy as a bribe for their aid. 

Hobson cited an interpretation of the 
Japanese-British offensive and defensive 
alliance made by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the 
Canadian Premier, to show that Great 
Britain would act with Japan in war with 
us, and that in such an event Canada 
would be a base of operations against us, 
Britain controlling the sea and Japan} 
furnishing a million trained men with 
whom to invade the United States before 
it would be possible for us to raise an 
army or even to complete the organiza- 
tion with which te equip an army if we 
could raise it. 


Hobson Says He Has High Authority. 


He accused the Japanese of coveting | 
the Pacific slopes, and cited an article by 
a Japanese in support of his accusations. 
He described the San Francisco school 
incident as one of the most humiliating 
experiences of the Anglo-Saxon people, | 
and said that war was averted only be- 
cause President Roosevelt was noble 
errough ‘‘ to lie down and eat dirt’ when | 
it became necessary to do so to prevent a 
great disaster.

From that Hobson went on to discuss 
the position of Japan. “She _ stands 
supreme and unchecked in half the 
world,” he said. ‘Great Britain could 
not defend India against Japan, Germany 
could not hold her Asiatic possessions, 
Great Britain could not defend Australia, 
China. 


Says Japan Covets Our Territory. 
“We have territory that Japan wants 


needs and believes is essential to her 
future destiny. She covets that territory. 
In 1898 Japan applied to us to allow them 
to enter the Philippines, and we declined 
to permit rt. From that time to this the 
sun has never shone on a day that Japan 
has not been desirous of taking those 
islanes. It is simply flying in the face 
of history and experience to expect that 
some aay she will not try to secure that 
territory. 

“The annthilation of space has brought 
the white man and the yellow man face to 
face on the Pacific on a plane of equality 
to challenge each other. There is not one 
cage in history where such a situation has 
not meant war.” 

He also declared that Japan coveted our 
Pacific Slope. 

When the fifteen minutes to which Hob- 
son was first entitled had expired Dock- 
weiler moved that his time be extended 
ten minutes. Hobson went on speaking, 
and after a while Gov. Haskell said: 

“IT have now extended Capt. Hobson's 
time ten minutes. Is it desired to extend 


‘it further? ”’ 


Dockweiler promptly moved to give him 
an additional ten minutes, and it was en- 
thusiastically carried with only a slight 
objection by some of the Senators, to 
whom the line of argument was not ex- 
actly new. Hobson used it in discussing 
our military unpreparedness, and the time 
it would require to effect the organiza- 
tion necessary for an army anything like 
big enough or sufficiently well trained to 
meet Japan. 

The speech made a decided impression 
on the committee, but there were some 
indications that it was almost too radical 
for them to accept it despite the declara- 
tion of authority Hobson made. His 
statements of the p.wer and prepared- 
ness of Japan were so appalling as to 
seem extravagant, especially when con- 
trasted with his declaration of our inabil- 
ity to raise and equip an effective fight- 
ing force within a short time. The ability 
of the United States to do that is one of 
the strongest tenets of all Americans, 
and there were some indications in the 
committee of unwillingness to accept 
Hobson's opinion on that subject. 


Plank Likely to Be Adopted. 


But, coupled with the speech of Tempo- 
rary Chairman Bell, Hobson’s speech has 
made a sensation here, and the opinion 
now is that some sort of a plank along the 
lines advocated by him will be included in 
the platform. The Nebraska platform, 
which it is admitted Is to serve as the

itains a declaration in favor of an adequate 


navy without defining»what that would be,

DENVER, July :7.—With Willlam J. 
Bryan the sure-enough nominee and New 
York’s seventy-eight votes almost certain 
to be cast for him on the first ballot, the 
Wew York delegation in caucus to-day 
adopted the tentative draft of a platform 
prepared by its sub-committee, in the 
first paragraph of which allegiance to the 


historic principles upheid by a long line| 


of Democratic Presidents, from Jefferson 
to Cleveland, was reaffirmed. 

The report was presented to the caucus 
by Lewis Nixon, Chairman of the Sub- 
Committee on Platform, and was adopted 
without debate. The only dissenting votes 
were cast by ex-Lieut. Gov. William F. 
Sheehan and Delegate Malone. Mr. Shee- 
han's objection was directed to the tenta- 
tive platform as a whole and to the anti- 
injunctioén plank in particular. The ob- 
jection: of Mr. Malone was based on the 
insertion in the tentative draft of the 


Ridder plank taking the duty off paper | 


and wood pulp. Mr. M&lone comes from 
a district where the pulp industry is im- 
portant. 


Parker Made No Protest, 


Judge Alton B. Parker, from whom op- 
position was expected, acquiesced without 
a word of protest. The tentative plat- 
form, which will be submitted to the 
Committee on Resolutions by New York’s 
representative on that body, is far from 
being a radical document. 

There.is not a word in it regarding the 
theory of the physical valuation of rail- 
roads, which had its genesis in Lincoln, 
Neb. Mr. Bryan’s famous proposition of 
Government ownership of railroads is re- 
pudiated in so many words, and the pres- 
ent law governing inter-State commerce 
is declared sufficient if honestly enforced. 
Not a word is said in reference to the 
doctrine of having the United States Gov- 
ernment guarantee bank deposits, nor 
upon the subject of currency as a whole. 
The subject of postal savings banks is 
one on which the New York tentative 
platform is discreetly silent. It appears 
almost as if there had been a studied ef- 
fort to ‘‘saw wood and say nothing” on 
the part of the New Yorkers whenever a 
Bubject was reached on which Bryan is 
known to have pronounced ideas, 

The New York tentative platform, how- 
ever, will only be corisidered by the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions for what it 1s 
worth. There is every indication that it 
will receive short shrift. Chairman Bell, 
the Temporary Chairman of the conven- 
tion, in his keynote speech, delivered 
shortly after his arrival from a visit to 
Mr. Bryan at Lincoln, covered a much 
larger field. Mr. Bell's effort made it 
clear to most of those who heard him 
that the Nebraskan will insist upon hav- 
ing all his hobbies incorporated in the 
piatform, and will even*spring a brand- 
new sensation in the shape of a Japanese 
exclusion plank. 

Anti-Injunction Plank. 


Among the provisions and declarations 
of the New York tentative platform on 
the important issues the proposed anti- 
injunction plank appears well up in front. 
it follows: 


We insist most strongly that the courts 
must be maintained in every way within 
the province assigned to them by the Con- 
stitution of our country. Neither the Ex- 
ecutive nor the legislative branch of the 
Government should be permitted in the 
slightest degree to invade or interfere with 
that part of the work of Government as- 
signed to the courts, but because of the way 
in which some Judges have acted in cases 
where contempts occuring outside the view 
of the court, are alleged to have been com- 
mitted, we pledge ourselves, as we have 
done in three prior National platforms, to 
the end that public confidence in the courts 
may be continued and strengthened, to the 
enactment of a law forbidding the issuance 
of injunctions in any cases in which an in- 
junction would not issue if no labor dis- 

utes were involved, and provided that no 
njunction shall be issued when there is an 
adequate remedy at law. 

Such enactment shall also provide that in 
the proceudure for the punishment of any 
contempt of court, not committed in the ac- 
tual presence of the court, the party cited 
for contempt shall be entitled to a trial by 
jury. ;

The New York tentative platform then 
pees on to say that, marvelous as has 

een the prosperity of the country in the 

ast eight years, the future holds prom- 
ises of more booms.- Right. here the Re- 
publican Party comes in for denunciation 
on the ground that“ft.has used this great 
prosper: ty for the creation of special priv- 
leges, which have become a menace to 
the country. The platform does not -de- 
clare for a firmer control of corporations 
at this point, but follows this declaration 
with this pledge, exempting labor organ- 
izations and farmers from the workings 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, according 
te the Gompers plan: 


We pledge the Democratic 
eractment by Congress of a law guaran- 
teeing to the wage earner, agriculturists, 
and horticuhurist of the country, the right 
of organized effort in the protection of 
wages and the improvement of the condi- 
tions of labor, to the end that such asso- 
clations or their members shall not be 
regarded as illegal corporations in restraint 
of trade,

as the enormous increase in the number

This subject is dismissed with the follow- 
ing declaration: 


Want Tariff at Once Revised, 


We believe that the tariff schedules, the 
prolific mother of trusts and monopoliea, be 
at once rev’sed to the end that special 
privileges may be stopped, that trusts and 
monopolies may be destroyed, and that the 
free competition, the equality of oppor- 
tunity and the spirit of individualism which 
have so largely built up the country should 
once again throw the door of hope open 
to the ordinary citizen of our country. This 
transcends in importance all other issues 
in this campaign. 

We believe, to the end that the export 
trade should be increased, and that closer 
and more cordial relations should be estab- 
lished with other nations, that’ the policy 
of reciprocity should be extended so far as 
is consistent with a view of preserving the 
standard of living and@ raising the standard 
of wages at which men are employed in 
the industries or the country. 

Au honest administration of the civil 
service lays is advocated. This is fol- 
lowed by a plea for a mighty navy, which 
was put there by Lewis Nixon, and may 
have some bearing on the Japanese ex- 
clusion proposition. Removed from this 
plea by several pages is a brief reference 
to the army, expressing the opinion that 
it should be maintained on a minimuni 
scale as far as numbers are concerned. 
One of the New York delegates gaid with 
a smile, when his attention was called to 
the fact that to mention the navy first 
was to reverse the prevailing custom, that 
Chairman Nixon was a shipbuilder him- 
seif. The declarations on the navy and 
army follow: 


Want Mirhty Navy. 


We hold that the constitutional provision 
that a navy shall be provided and main- 
tained means an adequate navy, and we be- 
lieve that the interests of this country 
would be best served by having a navy able 
to protect and to defend at once the two 
great cousts of the country. We believe 
that neither coast in future should be left 
without adequate prutection in the form of 
a fleet, and that American citizens should 
be protected in their rights wherever they 
may be in jeopardy. 

We believe that an army should be main- 
tained at the lowest number of soldiers 
capable of doing the necessary work, and 
we believe in the liberal pension law for 
those who have served the country as sol- 
diers or sailors. 

Federal invasion of State rights and 
President Roosevelt's utterances in refer- 
ence to an extension of the Federal 
power are denounced; in particular, the 
proposition for Federal control of insur- 
ance companies and certain State banking 
institutions as well as the Federal incor- 
poration of railroads. The Hepburn bill 
is also criticised. 

Strong language is used in denunciation 
of the use ot meaner for election purposes, 
and the platform, citing the disclosures 
made during the insurance investigation 
and the uncontradicted assertion of Mr. 
Harriman that he collected $250,000 for the 
use of the Republican Party in a single 
State, goes on to demand that Iaws should 
be passed making it a prison offense for 
a corporation to contribute to a campaign 
fund. 

The election of United States Senators 
by direct vote of the people is advocated, 
as is a rigid enforcement of the Monroe 
doctrine. Here is the declaration of the 
New York tentative platform regarding 
railroad control: 

We believe that the railroads of the coun- 
try should not be owned by the Govern- 
ment of the country, but as they are public 
highways their operations should be operated 
by governmental control to an extent which 
will Insure equality of opportunity to all 
shippers and passengers, and the giving 
of rebates to no one. 

We believe that the present laws cover 
this question fully, but that the failures to 
enforce them have resulted from favorit- 
ism and corruption. We pledge the Demo- 
cratic Party to the drastic enforcement 
of these statutes. 

The upbuilding of the merchatn marine 
without a bounty; the rigid enforcement 
of the Chinese exclusion law; inaugura- 
tion of a better parcels post system and 
extension of rural delivery to the whole 
country; conservation of forests; placing 
lumber, timber, and pulp on the free Lst; 
building of internal waterways; the crea- 
tion of a National Health Board and the 
extermination of olygamy, are other 
policies advocated by the New Yorkers. 
A résolution providing for the insertion 
of a plank calling for an income tax law 
was rejected. 


NEW JERSEY’S VOTE FOR GRAY. 


Unit Rule Adopted Against an Anti- 
Injunction Plank. 
Special to The New York Times. 

DENVER, Col., July 7.—New Jersey, 
which has all along been numbered with 
the States opposing Bryan, made this op- 
position Wefinite to-night in caucus. By 
employing the unit rule the three Bryan 
delegates were deprived of recording their 
preference for the Nebraskan, and the 
solid vote of 24 Will be cast for Judge 
Gray for President, thus defeating’ Robert 
Davis, the Hudson County boss. 

Ex-Senator Smith has attended several 
informal conferences of Gray leaders and 
those opposing Bryan, but he declared 
to-day that the conferences had failed to 
show enough votes to defeat Bryar ror 
the nomination, Ex-Judge Carroll of 
Camden County, who has been National 
Committeeman through Bryan's two pre- 
vious campaigns, declined to return to the 
committee, even after he had beea unani- 
mously elected. He gave as his reasons 
increasing professional duties, although 
it is believed that his real reason was the 
fact that he did not wish to participate 
in the work of a committee which waa to 
manage Bryan's campaign. 

He was succeeded by Robert S, Hud- 
speth of Salem County. The three Bryan 
delegates whose voice in the Presidential 
nomination will be nullified by the en- 
forcement of the unit rule are Congress- 
man James Hamil], ex-Congressman Allen 
Benney, and Eugene Kincaid, all of Jer- 
sev City. 

Frank S. Katzenbach, who was the re- 
eent candidate for Governor, was made 
Chairman of the delegation. Senator 
Smith was sent te the Resolutions Com 
mittee with instructions from the caucus 
to fight against the insertion of any 
anti-injunction plank {in the platform. 
John Harding was named for the 
ganization Committee, William C. 
for Credentials. Rohert Davis ts on the 
Presidential Notification Committee tand 
Cc. L. Cole on the Vice Presidential Nott- 
fication Committee. 


TOM JOHNSON DEFEATED, 


H. C. Garber Succeeds Him as Na- 
tional Committeeman from Ohio. 


DENVER, July 7.—Mayor Tom L. John- 
son of Cleveland was defeated for mem- 
bership on the National Committee to 
day at the caucus of the Ohio delegation 
It already had been arranged that H, ¢c 
Garber of Columbus was to succeed Mr 
Johnson, but the Mayor of Cleveland put 
up a hard for of an hour.

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BABIES SAVED BY POLICE. 


Whole Platoon Turns Out to Rescue 
Children at a Fire. 


Acting Captain Bunce of the Hamburg 
venue Police Station, Brooklyn, was} 
reading instructions to the outgoing pla- | 
toon of policemen at 8 o'clock last night | 
when a small boy pushed his way by the | 
doorman, shouting that there was a tene- | 
ment afire down the street, and that some 
children were being burned. Bunce start- 
ed out on the run with his men and found 
the three-story frame tenement at 142) 
Hamburg Avenue a mass of flames. A | 
score of excited Italian men and wamen | 
were running around in the street beg- 
ging some one to save their children and | 


{explaining that they had been on the| 


sidewalk to get the air while their chil- | 
dren were in bed. 

Led by Bunce and Lfeuts. Black, Blythe, 
Withers, and O’Hara, the policemen en- 
tered the blazing tenement and fought a 
way upstairs through the smoke and 
flames. On every floor, and almost in 
every room, they came upon sleeping 
children, some of them already half 
senseless from the smoke. Although 
dizzy and almost blinded by the smoke, 
the policemen grabbed up children in their 
arms and ran with them to the street. 
Several of the men were almost over- 
come, and were discovered by comrades 
groping through the smoke-filled halls 
with unconscious children in their arms. 

At last, however, every child in the 
house was brought to the sidewalk, where 
some of them had to be attended by 
physicians. All were revived at length, 
however, and it was found that none of 
them was badly hurt. In all, Bunce and 
his men rescued seventeen little ones. 

The fire, meantime, starting in the bot- 
tom of the airshaft, had mounted rapidly 
through the house, and when the firemen 
arrived they sent in a second alarm. The 
flames spread despite their efforts, and

| REGISTERED MARRIAGES. 


|Fewer Because of Hard Times and 
Many Civil Contracts. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
| In a recent interview the Chief of the De- 
| partment of Statistics of our Board of Health 
| deplores the falling off in the registration of 
marriages in this city, and attributes it to the 
negligence of the clergymen, stating that they 
take it for granted that no report to the Board 
of Health is necessary now that full details 
are filed with the County Clerk under the pro- 
visions of the new Marriage License law. 

All who are famillar with the functions of 
the Department of Statistics apprefiate its 
and value, and regret fany act 
tend to lessen its efficiency or 
impair its well-deserved reputation for accu- 
racy. It is possible, however, that the blame 
for this falling off in registration Hes else- 
where than upon the shoulders of the minis- 
|ters, and we would commend to the con- 
| sideration of those interested other possible 
causes. 

Paramount among these is the fact that the 
hard times and consequent lack of employ- 
ment have very materially reduced the ranks of 
those contemplating matrimony. Although the 
Bureau of Marriage Licenses was very active 
during the month of June, it is true that, tak- 
ing the year as a whole, there have been fewer 
marriages than for some years past. Young 
men without employment naturally hesitate to 
take upon themselves greater responsibility 
until their prospects brighten. 

Another consideration is a result of the new 
License law which was foreseen by its oppo- 
nents. It is the growing custom among the 
less intelligent members of the community, 
agd especially among the recently arrived im- 
aun, to evade the red tape of license and 
registration by

the result of too strict marriage laws, and off- 
| sets somewhat the advantages they bestow. 

A further reason for the falling off in regis- 
tration may possibly be found in the fact that 
the number of marriages performed by officials 
other than clergymen has considerably in- 
creased. The provision of the new law which 
requires that both the man and the woman 
| shall present themselves at the License Bureau 
| makes it quite easy for those who may hope 
lto profit thereby to urge the couple to resort 
at once to some near-by official and go 
through a civil ceremony. Many of these of- 
| ficilals have seldom or never performed the 
marriage ceremony under the conditions ob- 
taining before the present law was passed, and 
therefore may be unfamiliar with the necessity 
of turning in an additional report to the Board 
of Health. It must be borne in mind that not 
only Magistrates and Aldermen have the power 
under the law to officiate at a civil marriage, 
| but also all Commissioners of Deeds. 

We would recommend these facts to the 
| trealth Board for their consideration and in- 

vestigation, and it may be that the resuit will 
show that the olergymen of the city are not 
|} as much to blame as might appear at first 
thought.

At the entrance is a row of early Gothie 
double columns topped by a delightful 
cornice depicting a hunting scene and be- 
| longing to the Museum. At the right are 
; fourteenth century religious sculptures, 
still rigid with traditional formulas, al- 
though beginning to show realism and 
| expressiveness, and perhaps more closely 

allied ‘to the abstract and conventional 
jimpressiveness of the ‘‘Madonna En- 
'throned”’ of the late twelfth century 
| than to the work of the Burgundian in- 
dividualist, Carl Sluter, who, in the early 
fifteenth century, broke almost complete- 
ly away from tradition and heralded the 
free realism of the Renaissance. 

The twelfth century Virgin and Child, in 
wood and polychrome, is a wonderful 
piece, almost Chinese in its rigid archi- 
tectural forms and the regular curves of 
the drapery. The child is piaced upright 
on the Madonna’s knee. Both faces are 
naive and winning in profile with sin- 
gularly sweet mouths. The Madonna is 
Seated on a pillared bench with Roman- 
esque arches. interesting as showing @& 
style of furniture of which only frage- 
mentary examples remain. The group 
has only one rival in the museums of the 
world—a similar composition in the 
Louvre. A head of Christ in soft stone 
from the environs of Chartres and belong- 
ing to the fourteenth century is typically 
|French in its graciousness of line and 

| delicate modulations of surface, these in- 
deed hinting at the modern type of Rodin 
| their suggestions of color and atmos- 
| pnere. 

| In the alcove with the Burgundian’ 
Sculptures are a couple from other parts 
of France, presents from the Isle de 
France, which show by contrast the more 
| dramatic and personal quality of the 
|; work done in the reign of Charles the 
| Bold, for whom Roger van der Weyde 
| worked. A beautiful tapestry of the same 
| period is believed to be one of a series de- 
| Dicting the story of Esther, other parts of 
| which are in the Museum at Berne. One 
| of the Berne pieces is made from drawings 
by van der Weyde. 

A sandstone Madonna and several other 
Madonnas of Sluter’s school are shown in 
the collection, curiously noble in their 
heavy strength and a defined 
draperies. From the chapel of the Ch&- 
teau de Biron come two important groups, 
one of the Virgin and the dead Christ, 
with the figure of the Seigneur de Biron, 
| who built the chapel, kneeling in prayer 
on one side and the Bishop of Sarlat on 
the other, the other group a “ Deposi- 
tion’’ with seven figures standing about 
the tomb and the body of the Christ, 
which is,about to be lowered into it. Five 
angels are above, and under the group 
is a lovely bas-relief gracious in form and 
pure in color. All the figures show a 
tendency toward that elegance which was 
soon to become a characteristic mark of 
French sculpture. The relaxation in the 
postures of the group about the tomb, 
| the comparative lightness of their draper- 
lies, the gentler curves in the folds of 
these, and the milder humanity of the 
faces unite to emphasize the gradual de- 
cline of archaic ideals and the substitu- 
tion of the blander feeling of the Ree 
naissance. The Bulletin characterizes 
this group as ‘one of the most important 
and most beautiful expressions of French 
art just at the moment before it lost its 
individuality under Italian influence.” 

One of the interesting later pieces In 
the collection is a statue of a knight on 
his horse—supposed to be a statue of St. 
George—belonging to the school of Michel 

| Colomb, which flourished in the first half 
of the eixteenth century. Both horse and. 
rider are spirited in action, and, while 
still heavy {n form, show a marked deli- 
cacy of execution fn all the minor details 
and a vivacity of expression contrasting 
strongly with the passivity of the earlier 
work. Still another piece of Colomb’s 
school is a St. Catharine in ayn 
peasant In type, and giving the effect 0 
portraiture from life in the simple, stolid 
features and wide mouth. 

The alcove, containing a few pieces of 
Dutch and Flemish origin—discrimination 
‘between the two having only recently 
been made—is particularly interesting as 
showing the marked difference between 
each of these styles and the French of 
whatever period. The Dutch pieces are 
heavy wit phlegmatic types, and _ the 
Flemish show a tendency toward a kind 
of wild and rich beauty, barbaric yet 
splendid, that recalls the paintings of 
Jordaens. In this alcove is also an early 
North French group, intimate in charm 
and as‘simple in its conception as the 
Kripne of the peasants. The scené ts that 
of Christ’s birth, uncouthly shaped ani- 
mals are licking the hands and feet of 
the new-born child. Angels and _ shep- 
herds are gazing over the walls with an 
intense eagerness of interest-—all the 
details are carefully rendered, and the 
characterization of the faces is made 
comparatively easy by the material, 
chalkstone, which is pleasant to work 
and affords no obstacles to minute hand- 
ling. 

: In the same alcove is a little German 
wood carving of about the time of Holbein 
the elder, showing a couple of figures at 
a table loaded with dishes. The natural- 
ness of the figures and the completeness 
with which every particle of still life is 
realized brings to mind Holbein’s Last 
|Supper” at Frankfort,.and emphasizes 
the great simplicity and seriousness of 
}the German schools in contrast with the 
| more formal and studied character of the 
| French. 
| The whole collection offers an extraor- 
dinary opportunity to study the rise of 
Gothie art to its transitional period. To- 
gether with the Renaissance portion of 
the Hoentschel collection, which is now 
‘tn the cellars of the museum, and which 
is the gift of Mr. Morgan, this Gothic 
portion will later be exhibited in the new 
wing of the building, soon to be com- 
pleted.

OLD TRINITY’S GLORY 
NOT TO BE DIMME 


Reports That Dr. Manning Might 
Change Parish Headquar- 
ters Are Denied. 


NEW RECTOR AT ST. AGNES’S 


Dr. Mansing Will Devote Himself to 
the Whole Parish and May Preach 
Lets Often in Trinity. 


Reports have recently been persistent 
that under Dr. W. T. Manning, successor 
to the late Dr. Morgan Dix as rector of 


Trinity Parish, Trinity Church itself was | 
destined to lose something of its prestige, ) 


and that St. Agnes’s Chapel, whose equip- 
ment for church work is declared to be 
second to none in the United States, would 
in effect become the head church of the 
parish. The reports have intimated that 
old Trinity, buried among the skyscrapers 
of lower Broadway, with its historic asso- 
ciations, was to be relegated to the posi- 
tion of a chapel. 

These rumors are positively denied by 
those in authority. So far as any one now 
fin touch with Trinity Parish affairs can 
foresee, Trinity will always be the chief 
church of the parish, from which its vast 
and manifold work will be directed. 

It is declared that the gratification of 
the communicants of St. Agnes’s Chapel 
Over the election of their vicar to be the 
head of the parish was counterbalanced 
by their grief at losing him as vicar, When 
he preached at the chapel on the first 
Sunday after his election as rector, 
congregation pressed up to him at the 
close of the service, congratulating him 
heartily, but begging him at the same 
time not to leave them. The reports that 
he would stay at St. Agnes, preaching 
there oftener than elsewhere, thus making 
it in fact the head of the parish, are be- 
lieved to have been inspired by the con- 
gregation’s wish that it might be so ar- 
ranged. 

St. Agnes’s congregation is the second 
largest of the denomination in the city, 
being exceeded only by St. George's. In 
buildings and in all the equipment which 
@ great church needs for a great work it 
stands first. Its location in Ninety-sec- 
ond Street, near Columbus Avenue, in the 
heart of a choice residential section, gives 
it an opportunity for work at its very 
doors, it is pointed out, which Trinity can 
never again possess. Members of the 
church are enthusiastic in attributing to 
Dr. Manning's efforts the remarkable 
growth of the chapel’s usefulness and 
the broadening of its opportunities. 

On the other hand, it is known that Dr. 
Manning regards St. Agnes’s as a great 
parish, with boundless opportunities for 
work in its community. He has seen it 
make rapid strides since he took charge 
nearly five years ago. But it can be 
stated on excellent authority that he does 


not think any chapel or parish in the city 
ean displace Trinity. 

Those close to him say that he regards 
Trinity’s opportunity for reaching busi- 
ness men as unsurpassed, from the very 
fact of its location. It is admitted that, 
while some of the old families are still 
communicants of Trinity, its congrega- 
tions are largely made up of strangers, 
and it is pointed out with some pride that 
“the man who preaches at “Trinity 
preaches to the United States.’’ It is 
gaid that nearly every Protestant stranger 
within New York's gates who goes to 
church at all goes first to Trinity. Dr. 
Manning puts a high value upon old 
Trinity’s history, and has never enter- 
tained a serious thought of directing the 
work of the parish from any other church 
or selecting any other “ headquarters ”’ 
than Trinity. 

It is said, however, that Dr. Manning 
will follow a broad policy, and will not 
preach in old Trinity as often as Trinity 
congregations have been accustomed to 
hear sermons from their rector in the 
past. His policy will be to give his time 
as much as possible to the great parish 
itself. 

Trinitv has chapels,”’ in reality great 
churches, in all parts of the city, and al- 
most every problem or condition which 
can confront a church confronts them at 
various times. Dr. Manning's PUrpOs® is 
to keep himself thoroughly advised as to 
the special needs of all the chapels, and 
then with all the resources of the great 
parish to accomplish their desired mis- 
sions. , 

Some had even thought that St. Agnes’s 
Chapel was not to have a vicar after Dr. 
Manning, but that Dr. Manning would 
continue to preach there, but efforts are 
being made now to find the right man for 
St. Agnes, though the election of a vicar 
will probably not take place until Fall.

NO HITCHCOCK INJUNCTION. 


Court Decides Actor Was Free to Make 
His Present Contract. 


Judge Hough in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday denied the appli- 
cation of Henry W. Savage, the theatri- 
cal manager, for a preliminary injunction 
restraining Raymond Hitchcock, the ac- 
tor, from appearing in the Circle Theatre. 
The order was asked on the ground that 
Hitchcock’s appearance at the theatre 


was in violation of a contract and to 
Savage's loss financially. Judge Hough’s 
decision in part said: 

“At the end of May, 1908, the defend- 
ant. Hitchcock, seems to have been in 
desperate straits for money. It is also 
plain that the only ay he could get 
money, (having already exhausted his 
borrowing capacity with complainant,) 
as by mortgaging himself to somebody 

“It is of the essence of complai 7 
contention that the two contracts «ek 
that made with the Castle Square Com- 
pany and that made directly with Sav- 
age, must be taken together and consid- 
ered one continuous contract of employ- 
ment. This position I do not think can 
be supported at law. 

“Considering them separately, the ear- 
lier contract expired with the end of the 
theatrical season of 1907-1908, for it is ab- 
surd to suppose that it was the intention 
of the parties to such an agreement to 
prevent Hitchcock from finding any em- 
ployment quring the Summer of this year, 
when he had been turned loose at the 
end of the month of May without employ- 
ment from the Castle Square Company 
and without any contract wi that con- 
cern for the season of 1908-1909. 

“It therefore follows that at the time 
this injunction was prayed for and at 
the present time, Hitchcock is under no 
engagement either with the Castle Square 
Company or with Savage, and is free to

Bradford managed to avoid hitting a 
carriage and an automobile by less than 
a foot im each case and got across the 
avenue safely, but Sixth Avenue, with its 
surface cars and dangerous elevated pil- 
lars, was now looming up, and young 
Bradford was looking hard for an easy 
spot to fall when a mineral water wagon 
backed up on the right side of the street 
close. to Sixth Avenue, 

“It was the water wagon, all right,” 
said Bradford later, ‘and I surely did 
want to get aboard.”’ 

He headed Frank for the water wagon, 
but just at the critical moment the horse 
side-stepped and left the phaeton and 
young Bradford to stand the force of the 
impact. They did so and the collision left 
the phaeton and Bradford on the water 
wagon, while Frank was free, though 
still attached to the shafts. 

Horse and shafts darted diagonally 
across Sixth Avenue and upon the side- 
walk, where the shafts went through the 
big window of Brown's tailor shop, at 621. 
Mrs. Brown was sitting inside, and a 
customer was being measured for a suit, 
but the tailor opined that it was a “ horse 

n him,” and the measuring was post- 
poned while all hands made for the door. 
This they found blocked by Frank, but a 
moment later the iron railing guarding 
the flight of steps down into James Wil- 
cox’s butter and egg basement store, gave 
way, and Frank descended further. 

The double doors of the egg store were 
closed and locked, but right through them 
went Frank into the midst of some forty 
cases of eggs and tubs of butter. The 
proprietor happened to be out at the time 
and was spared the shock. 

Frank, though bleeding from cuts, lay 
quite comfortably, apparently, until the 
egg proprietor appeared, bemoaning. his 
ill-luck, and Frank’s driver limped up. 
Then a policeman drew near and it be- 
came a question of how Frank should be 
hoisted out. 

Finally some one sent for the Humane 
Society ambulance and a rope was put 
about Frank's neck, and a _ windlass 
worked from a truck backed up‘to the 
curb yanked Frank up the steps willy- 
nilly. Then he went away in the horse 
ambulance. 

“T’'ve iived in this neighborhood eleven 
years, and never saw that happen here 
before,” said a young girl as the am- 
bulance left.

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GOOD ROADS MEN 
MEET AT BUFFALO 


Farmers, Legislators, and Auto- 
mobilists Join Hands to 
Improve Highways. 


SPREAD OF THE MOVEMENT 


Declare the Necessity for Better Roads 
and Uniform Legislation Will 
Soon Impress Itself. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., July 7.—The National 
Good Roads Convention was opened to- 
day, representing three National organi- 
zations—automoblle men farmers, and 
roadmakers. The convention is the most 
influential for the improvement of the 
highways of the country ever called, and 
its promoters are already predicting that 
both Congress and the State Legislat- 
ures will soon awaken to the great com- 
mercial need of good roads. The addresses 
delivered, not only urged more and better 
legislation on the subject, but uniform en- 
actments in the States. Mayor Adam wel- 
comed the delegates-with President Hotch- 
kiss of the American Automobile Associa- 
tion, 

One of the important papers read at 
the afternoon session was that of State 
Engineer Frederick Skene of New York. 
Mr. Skene wae a delegate to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention in Denver, and 
could not attend, but his paper was read 
by Deputy State Engineer Frank L. Get- 
man. Mr. Skene gave an interesting his- 
torical sketch of the road system of New 
York State, saying that prior to 1898 the 
State had taken no steps toward @ sys- 
tematic improvement of its highways by 
means of State ald. Between 1898 and 
1903, the average cost per mile of im- 
proved roads was $7,000. Since that time, 
owing to the increased width and depth

Charles J, Glidden gave a general talk 
of a few minutes on the “ Roads of the 
World.” The papers were read rapidly 
and discussion was reserved for another 
session. 

A demonstration In road building was 
given this afternoon by John P. Kelley, 
a representative of the State Engineer's 


office. 

Robert P. Hooper of Philadelphia, 
Chairman of the Good Roads Board of 
the A. A. A., told of the progress made 
in securing favorable laws, and ex- 
pressed the belief that in a few years 
it would be possible to motor from Boston 
to San Francisco along improved high- 
ways.

Railroad Men’s Conservatism. 


Railroad men are not yet unanimous 
with regard to the outlook for earnings. 
Some of the Western roads are appar- 
ently productive of greater enthusiasm 
on the part of the men controlling them 
than are the Eastern roads. An example 
of conservatism is found In a letter which 
a junior officer of one of the Eastern 
systems wrote to a banking friend recent- 
ly. This is an extract: “ There ts nothing 
im the situation at the moment which 
would lead me to enthuse for your ben- 
efit, so far as earnings are concerned. 
You know as well as I do that the situa-

NOT ENTHUSIASTIC 


Some National Bank of America 
Stockholders Talk of a Pro- 
tective Committee. 


TOO MUCH MORSE PROFIT 


Stockholders Figure It at 12 Per Cent. 
—Recelver Hanna Sides 
with Them. 


Protests were made yesterday by some 
of the depositors of the National Bank 
of North America against the plan for 
the settlement of their claims which has 
been worked out by Charles W. Morse 


with the support of the Assets Realiza-} 


tion Company of Philadelphia, and under 
which payment of the balance of their 
deposits has already been made to a 
number of banks and some others. 

The basis of the protest is that the de- 
positors are entitled to interest on their 
money at 6 per cent. from the time the 
bank closed after the receiver has paid 
all of the claims against the bank. The 
Federal regulations provide for this pay- 
ment of Interest on deposits in closed 
banks, provided the liquidation insures 
sufficient funds, of wheh there is no 
doubt in the case of the National Bank 
of North America. 

Several depositors of the bank ex- 
pressed their determination yesterday to 
hold out for payment by the recelver 
rather than forego this interest. As one 
of the depositors figured it out, by paying 
the face value of claims only at this time, 
the Assets Realization Company or Mr. 
Morse would get 14 per cent. on their in- 
vestment when the liquidation is com- 
pleted by the receiver, if the receiver 
holds out and refuses to turn ovep the 
bank’s assets to the Philadelphia concern. 
According to this depositor’s arithmetic, 
by paying the 50 per cent. of the deposit- 
ors’ claims still due from the bank, the 
Philadelphia concern will in effect be in- 
vesting its money at 12 per cent., for it 
wil] receive the interest due at the rate 
of 6 per cent. fer the six months which 
have elapsed since the bank closed, in 
addition to 6 per cent. for the time which 
shall elapse until the receivership shall 
terminate, which estimated at six 
months more. 

The return on the money advanced {Is 
brought up to 14 per cent., according to 
the depositor’s reckoning, by the interest 
on the 50 per cent. already paid by the 
receiver in two installments, one in May 
and one in June. There is due on these 
an average of approximately four months’ 
interest, which is 2 per cent. 

Some of these depositors who would 
rather wait for their money than lose 
their interest were talking yesterday of 


forming a committee to prevent the Fed- 
eral authoritias turning over the bank 
to the Assets Realization Company unless 
provision is made for the payment of the 
6 per cent. interest to the depositors. 

Mr. Morse explained yesterday that he 
was perfectly willing to pay depositors 
all that the receiver would pay them. 
He said he had told certain depositors 
who had asked for interest, saying that 
they could get it from the receiver by 
waiting, to take their certificates to the 
receiver and have him indorse on them 
the amount of interest due, and he would 
gladly pay it. 

Receiver Hanna is not indorsing interest 
claims on any of the certificates, Under 
a Federal receivership no interest is id 
or figured on until every claim against 
the bank has been met. 

The question has now arisen whether 
as long as any of the bank's depositors 
remain unpai the Assets - Realization 
Company can take-the bank out of the 
hands of the receiver, The attitude taken 
toward the Assets Realization Company 
by the receiver and his counsel is that 
this concern ig simply transferring to 
itself the claims of depositors and becom- 
ing in turn a claimant who must be paid 
by the receiver. If this view is sustained 
by the courts, even though the company 
may have satisfied the last depositor, the 
liquidation must be completed through 
the receiver.

General Appraisers Need Not Have 
Merchandise Before Them. 


In overruling claims filed by H. 8. Beer 
of New York, the Board of United States 
General Appraisers laid down rules deal- 
ing with the validity of reappraisements. 

It is held that in a reappraisement pro- 


ceeding by a board of three General Ap- 
praisers it is not necessary that the board 
examine the merchandise under reap- 
praisement in order to constitute a valid 
reappraisement, unless it appears that a 
correct conclusion could not be arrived at 
by the board without the examination of 
the merchandise. 

Another point brought out by the de- 
cision is that under Section 11 of the 
Customs Administrative act, a Board of 
General Appraisers in a reappraisement 
of imported merchandise may take into 
cansideration the wholegale price at which 
such or similar merchandise is sold_or 
offered for sale in the United States. The 
suit.instituted by Mr. Beer was for the 
purpose of reversing reappraisenvents 
made ten years ago, which grew out of 
a campaign by Wilbur F. Wakeman, the 
then Appraiser of the Port, to raise du- 
ties on Swiss embroideries. 

General Appraiser Hay states in his de- 
cision for the board that the importer has 
failed to submit testimony substantiating 
the claim that a correct reappraisement 
could not have been reached without the 
presence of the samples of the merchan- 


dise.

HARD TO GET EVIDENCE 


Italian Detectives Trying to Solve 
What They Think Is Secret 
Code of Bomb Throwers. 


Within the next twenty-four hours the 
police expect to strike the most decisive 
blow ever aimed at the Black Hand band 
of bomb throwers in this city. They say 
that one of the leaders and several of 
the Heutenants and agents are already 
in the tolls, they having been arrested late 


Monday night, when, as told in yester-j; 


day’s Times, Detective Lieut. Petrosino 
and his men of the Italian squad raided 
the home of Salvario Virzi at 482 East 
Thirteenth Street and the saloon of Sal- 
vador Gondalfo at 148 East Eleventh 
Street, 
Italians were overpowered after a fight. 

Virzi, Gondalfo, and the other three 
men were held yesterday in $10,000 bail 
each for*a further hearing to-morrow. 

Lieut. Petrosino and his men say that 
several saloon keepers, all ex-cdénvicts, 
whose places of business are on the east 
side in the neighborhood of Eleventh and 
Thirteenth Streets and the East River, are 
identified with the Black Hand gang, |!
